PRISONS OVERCROWDED. 


But Food Served by Germans Gen- 
erally Good.. 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—The Daily Chron- 
icle publishes the following from Basle: 

How do the Germans treat their 
prisoners? The answer, all important 
to the peace of mind of so many thou- 
sands of wives :and mothers, is fairly 
satisfactory as regards military prison- 
ers, but disquieting as regards civilians, 

M. Ador, head of the International 
Prisoners of War Agency, has just re-: 
turned from Germany, where. he visited 
the concentration camps at Magdeburg, 
Torgau, and Zossen. He tells me that, 
so far as he could see, the prisoners are 
well cared for. The food is plain but 
good, the men are healthy, and winter 
quarters. and clothing are. provided 
where necessary. Every attention is 
given the wounded once they are away 
trom the front and in Germany. 

On the other hand, two French sol- 
diers who escaped from -Hammelburg 
and made théir way across the border 
into’. Switzerland said that in their 
camp not enough to eat was given to 
the hungry prisoners. Those who had 
no money to supplement the. official 
rations. often begged for crusts from 
the warders. 

They also complained of overcrowding. 
From seventy to. eight men were 
crammed into a room eight yards by 
ten, built to hold twenty-five beds. The 
beds were replaced by small heaps of 
straw. Typhoid broke out, and would 
have committed great-ravages but for 
the compulsory vaccination of all pris- 
oners. 

Money and clothing sent by relatives 
are always safely received. The money 
is not given in a lump sum, but doled 
out in small weekly amounts fixed by 
the officials at each prison camp. Books 
and food are delivered or held back at 
the option of the autocratic Governor. 
One newspaper a day, specially selected 
by the officials, is usually allowed to 
the prisoners.

‘““The Captain told me to take a mes- 
sage about two miles, saying, ‘ You are 
so small. they won't hit you.” So I 
opened the throttle wide and let her go 
down the road. Several shells burst 
around mé, but the engine roared so 
that I hardly noticed them. It was all 
over in five minutes.”’

Zionist Committee Dispatching the 
Vessel, but All Classes of Suf- 
ferers Are to be Helped. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, —A ‘ship 
loaded with food for the famine-threat- 
ened people of Palestine and Syria will 
soon be. dispatched.from the. United 
States by the Provisional Zionist Com- 
mittee. 

It was announced today that assur- 
ances of safe conduct for the vessel had 
been given to the State Department by 
the British, French, and Turkish Gov- 
ernments. — 

Louis D. Brandeis of Boston, who, 
with Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise and Rabbi 
J. L. Magnes of. New York, made the 
anhouncement, called at the State De- 
partment today and informed officials 
there that the food ship would be se- 
lected within the next few days, and 
that plans for providing the cargo had 
already - been worked out. Nathan 
Straus of New York has subscribed $50,- 


of | 000 to the .fund. 


The food ‘will be distributed through 
American consular agents not only to 
Jews: but also to Mohammedans and 
Christians. 

Mr. Brandeis said assistance was being 
given to the movement by Christian or- 
ganizations. It was started, he said, be- 
cause of disquieting reports received 
through the State Department and other 
sources regarding conditions in Pales- 
tine and Syria, where sonie American 
citizens were living. It had been re- 
ported that some Jews had been at- 
tacked and that many. persons living in 
Palestine and Syria were suffering from 
want of food.

FRENCH T00K55,000 HORSES 


Of These, the Hon. S. R. Beresford, 
Lord Decies’s Brother, 
Shipped 10,000. 


The Hon, Seton Robert Beresford, 
brother. of Lord Decies, who arrived in 
New York from New Orleans'a few 
days ago, sails for England this morn- 
ing on the Lusitania, Mr. Beresford 
has been busily engaged during the past 
three or four months superintending 
the shipping of more than 10,000 Amer- 
ican horses for the French Army at 
the front.

100 guns into attion. ‘The horses, on 
landing at Bordeaux, are fe egenes rested 
for two or three days before being sent 
to the front. The lighter or cavalry 
horses here are not up to the Huropean 
standard.

ITALIAN SOCIALISTS LOYAL. 


Applaud Patriotic Speech by Deputy 
Turati at Meeting in Milan, 
Special Cable to THE NeW YORK TIMES.

Capt. Edward T. Pinchin, without the 
assistance of a pilot, took his vessel 
through mine-strewn waters safely into 
the harbor of Bremen on New Year’s 
Day. 
feat yesterday with the assertion. that 
with common sense the task was easy. 
The Hl Monte slipped past the naval 
guard outside the harbor, and the first 
the Germans knew of jher arrival was 
when the fog lifted.and they found‘ her 
at anchor, the Stars and a snap- 
ping. in: the wind. 
The El] Monte sailed from. New’ York 
on Dec. 11, stopping here on her way 
from Galveston.

WATERFRONT DEVELOPMENT. 
There are several examples in this 
city of good and bad waterfront de- 
velopment. Staten Island has seen 
a charming residential area ruined 
to “make ‘a> waterfront development, 
although -it.-might have combined 
both advantages.

That staterent, standing by itself, 
does give some excuse for saying that 
the big craft were helpless against the 
little ones and ran away from them 
rather than risk exposure to their ‘ at- 
tacks. Such a conclusion, however, is 
true, or something like the truth, only 
when well qualified by the addition of 
**in the conditions that existed when the 
Admiral gave up the chase of his fugi- 
tive foes,’’ or words to similar. effect. 
Admiral Beatrr, it will be recalled, 
was pursuing ships slower, but not very 
much slower, than his own, and in or- 
der to'overtake, or rather to bring them 
within range, his slight superiority of 
speed would avail him nothing unless he 
followed a straight course. That is to 
say, he was precluded from making the 
rapid evolutions, the sudden and unfore- 
seeable changes of direction, by which, 
as is well’ known, ships moving on the 
surface can best, and usually, foil the. 
attacks of their hidden enemies. But 
when the battleship or cruiser is follow- 
ing a straight course at steady speed, 
toward a submarine lying in wait, her 
arrival within range of the submerged 


craft can be closely calculated, and the 


submarine, .watching through her peri- 
scope, can launch her torpedoes with 
more than.a fair chance of hitting the 
mark, 

This, “presumably,, was the danger 
which the British Admiral did not 
choose to risk. Had the fight been of 
any other kind than the proverbial stern 
chase, while the presence of the subma- 
rines would not have been ignored, they 
would have been much less feared, and, 
with due precautions, would undoubtedly 
have been braved. .Thé submarine is, of 
course, an extremely dangerous weapon, 
especially when. at the service of the 
weaker of two fleets, but it has not yet 
made useless the battleship or the -ar- 
mored cruiser, nor doés it seem likely 
ever to do 80, in spite of all the claims 
made in its behalf.

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Decline Centres Around Fall in 
| Steel—Awkward. Position Pro- 
duced by Minirnum Prices. 


. None of the considerations which 
helped to depress’ prices on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday had to do with 
any change for the worse in present 
conditions, or in the prospects for the 
future. The market developed greater 
activity than it had shown at any time 
since the resumption of trading and 
prices in some parts of the list fell 
off quite sharply, but all of this move- 
ment was centred around the fresh 
decline in United States Steel to the 
new minimum fixed by the Stock Ex- 
change Thursday afternoon, and there 
were no developments in the situation 
as a whole which served to ‘account 
for the break in prices. That was 
stimulated by active bear operations 
and by stocks dislodged by the perpen- 
dicular decline of more than 11 points 
which has -occurred in United States 
Steel since Wednesday morning. 

None of thé considerations upon which 
market confidence had been based have 
been changed fundamentally by the 
passing of the Steel dividend. To have 
paid the dividend when it was not 
earned might’ have less unfavorably af- 
fected prices, but it could not have 
altered the earnings themselves. They, 
however, have reference to the past 
rather than to the present or the future. 
Steel prices have not declined further, 
but rather have hardened since the 
close of the year, and it is known that 
the volume of. production was consid- 
jerably increased. There is thus being 
laid a foundation for recovery from the 
conditions which led to the passing of 
the dividend on Steel common. It 
seemed to some observers that the ad- 
vance had gone on rather rapidly and 
the action of the market during the 
past few days has confirmed the cor- 
rectness of that view. The decline need 
not, however, be regarded as indicating 
any change for the worse in funda- 
mental conditions. 

Sentimentally the market has un- 
doubtedly been hurt by the successive 
reductions in the official minimum 
price for United States Steel. As 


| things have turned out the prices fixed 


have proved to be maximum prices 
rather than minimum prices, for each 
time the trading has come to a halt on 
the Stock Exchange because the mini- 
mum was reached, dealings in the 
stock developed on the New Street 
market. In that market the stock 
sold 2% points under the Stock Ex- 
change price yesterday. No change was 
.made in the official minimum, but the 
situation which confronted the Stock Ex- 
change at the close of the day was 
precisely that which on the two pre- 
vious days had led to the fixing of-new 
minimum prices. 

It would not be desirable to have an 
unregulated market on a large scale 
develop in United States Steel or in 
any other important stock, but, on the 
other hand, the Stock Exchange cannot 
ignore the sentimental effect of any 
further reduction in its minimum price. 
This is a dilemma to which the Stock 
Exchange’ has brought itself by having 
neglected to remove the restrictions 
upon trading, when they could have 
been removed without adversely af- 
fecting. quotations. That could have 
been ‘done’ when the market was strong 
and when it was more likely to be 
than retarded by doing 
‘away -with artificial restrictions. 
One of the regettable effects of the 


] unsettlement of the stock market was 


a lessening of the activity and strength 
of the bond market, but there, too, 
perhaps prices had been moving more 
rapidly than was desirable, and it is 
possible that a temporary check may 
do more good than harm. One of the 
smaller matters which affected trading 
sentiment in the bond market was the 
fact that no price was announced dur- 
ing the day for the public subscription 
to the new issues of the Pennsylvania 
bonds. They sold off about a point 
from their high price of.the previous 
day, but closed well above the figures 
which have been named as the probable 
offering price. No announcement was 
made regarding the expected New York 
Central financing, but it was thought 
likely that some news regarding them 
would be had within the next few 
days. The New York Central, it was 
learned, has authorized its bankers to 
provide for the paying off of the short 
term notes of the company, which 
shortly mature in London. The ex- 
change market was Somewhat lower 
yesterday and money was about as easy 
as ever. The weekly trade reviews had 
once again a story to tell of continued 
though slow progress. Industrial im- 
provement seems to be proceeding on 
@ broad scale and the fact that it is 
moving slowly seems to make it rather 
more probable that it represents a 
deep-rooted movement.
